PHILADELPHIA, December 30.—A desperate 
young burglar, who last night shot and-killed Po- 
liceman Elmer E. Findley and severely wounded 
John J. Nesper, Findley’s partner, was given a 
hearing this morning and was identified as Rob- 
ert J. Cascaden, of 1006 Parrish street. He is less 
than twenty years old.

Cascaden’s mother appeared at the city hall and 
at first the son refused to recognize heror saya 
word to her, but later he yiélded and was over- 
come with remorse. He was sent to prison to 
await the action of the coroner's jury.

THAT ROBBED THE ADAMS EXPRESS CAR 


And Inflicted Injuries on the Brave 
Express Messenger. 


THE THIEVES CHASED TO CALIFORNIA, 


Sly Tapped on the Shoulder by One 
of the Pinkertons—Tries to Throw 
Him Of But Fails. 


Sr. Lovis, December 30.—The leader of the 
gang who robbed the Adams Exprsss messen- 
ger, Mulrennan, on the ’Frisco road at Glen- 
dale, a suburb of St. Louis, on the night of, 
November 30th, is under arrest. A female ace. 
complice is alsoin custody. The capture of 
the others seems to be but a matter of time. 
The leader of the gang turns out to be Albert 
D. Sly, a noted convict from the Missouri 
penitentiary. 

The latest series of exploits by Sly and his 


fellow bandjts began with the robbing of street | 


car barns at-Omaha in October, in which they. 
used dynamite and secured a large amount of 
money. They committed a robbery at the 
Metropolitan street barnsin Kansas City in 
the same month and then came the robbery of 
the Pacific Express Company on the Missouri 
Pacific railroad near Omaha on the night of 
November 4th, and the American Express 
Comp&ny robbery near the Western Union 
junction, Wis., on the night of November 12th. 
In all of these robberies S)ytigured as leader and 
their engine of war, almost invariably, was 


dynamite. 
Pinkertons at Work. 

With this information Robert A. Pinkerton 
went at once to San Diego and from there to Los 
Angeles, arriving there about a week ago. For 
several days he kept up a search of the saloons* 
gambling houses and places of that kind without 
success. 

William A. Pinkerton found out that Sly in 1883, 
while acting as a driver for the American Express 
Company at St. Joseph, Mo., defaulted with @ 
package containing $20,000. At that time, aftera’ 
long search, Sly was apprehended in California b 
the Pinkertons. He w.asreturned to Missouri 
sentenced to seven years in the Missour: peniten- 
tiary at Jefferson City. On coming 
out it was learned that Sly be- 
came associated with a gang of > burglars 
who made tueir headquarters around Kansas City 
and Omaha. On the theory that Sly was possibly 
concerned in the robbery at Western Union 
junction, the Pinkertons quietly began an inves- 
tigation towards locating Sly, and succeeded in 
tracing him to St. Louis a tew days previous to 
the Glendale robbery on the ’Frisco road. 

Pinkerton’s force and a torce of Chief of Police 
Harrigan, of St. Louis, soon joined hands, and 
some days after the Glendale affair Chief Harri- 
gan received valuable information from a furni- 
ture dealer, who furnishes houses on 
the installment plan, concerning a woman 
and four men renting a house on Swan avenue, in 
St. Louis, on the outskirts of the city. This furni- 
ture man had fitted up the house on Swan avenue 
and the people ooonnying the same had mysteri- 
ously disappeared after the robbery, sleaving the 
furniture and everything behind them, This 


was tound that the house bad been ecoupied by 4 
Llonve woman, supposed to be the wife or mistress 
of one of the gang of four men. 

They disappeared from the house three days 
after the Glendale robbery. 

Tracing the Thieves. 

Their baggage was traced to the depot and the 
check nuinbers showed that they were all bound 
west. Chief Harrigan’s men traced them to 
Omaha, where the party split up, taking different 
routes west. ' 

Chief Harrigan’s men managed to get accurate 
descriptions of the fugitives and Sly’s identity 
was fixed beyond question, as also the identity of 
the woman connected with the gang. 

Robert A. Pinkerton at this time was in Cali- 
fornia, and on the eve of departure for the east, 
but remained and assisted the San Francisco 
spony who had been communicated with, Sly, 

t 18 ascertained, had gone to Denver and from 
there to southern California. 

Through a breakage in the railroad there had 
been no mail delivered for three days at Los 
Angeles and on Saturday last, Pinkerton accom- 
panied by Ro 8 Whitaker, of San Francisco,a de- 
tective force, and an officer of Los Angeles, took 
up the watch in the postoffice and express offices 
at that point. All three were furnished with pho- 
tographs and accurate descriptions of Sly. 

How Sly Was Arrested. 


On the afternoon of Saturday Pinkerton ob- 
served a man in the postoffice at Los A les, who 
answered the description of Sly and resembled an 
old photograph which he had veryclosely. By 
tapping him on the shoulder and stepping up and 
taking his band sothat he could not attempt to 
use a gun, as Sly is a desperate character, Pinker- 
ton addressed him by the name of Sly. Sly denied 
his identity and said his name was A. 8, Denton. 
That settled itin Pinkerton’s mind at once, for 
Slv’s right name is Adelbert Denton Sly. 

He was at once taken into custodyand searched. 
In his possession was found $42,000 anda lot of 
personal property and on his ramtgg bg founda 
rold watch, taken from the person >f Messenger 
Mulrennan, ot the Adams Express Conipany, after 
he had been injured by the explosion of dynamite 
at the robbery, November 30th, at Glendale, Mo. 

Sly tried to thruw the watch away, but it was re- 
covered by Pinkerton. Sly’s arrest was kept very 
quiet until today, with the view of getting some 


of the balance of the gang.

On a 
day the Richmond and Danville people in 
New York stopped honorin the drafts of the 
Central railroad people here. This brought 
the payment of the dividends to a standstill in 
that city at once. ° 

Genera! Alexander Talks. 

General Alexander was seen directly after 
an informal meeting of the local directors of 
the Central. 

‘*‘We merely discussed the new phase mat- 
ters have taken,” said General Alexander. 
‘‘We had expected to have no trouble, and be- 
lieved that the payment of the dividend would 
goon as announced, Our drafts were honored 
on Saturday, and on Monday it was with sur- 
prise that the word came that the Richmond 
and Danville people in New York would pay 
out no more money at present, that is, that the 
Central’s draft for the dividend would 
not be henored. This resolution on their 
part is due to disputed accounts between the 
Georgia Pacific and the Central railroad. On 
December 24th, while I was in New York, 
utterly unexpected by me, a long 
claim of the Georgia Pacific against 
the Central railroad was placed in my hands, 
There were many items toit, and'it was im- 
possible for me to pass off-hand on them. I 
accordingly dispatched an official to Atlanta 
to investigate the accounts in detail. The 
Georgia Pacific has this claim against us; the 
Central has a claim againstit. The Georgia 
Pacific claims that when the accounts are 
balanced it will be found that the Central is 
due it a large amount. The Central, on the 
other hand, claims that the reverse is the case. 
The question now is, which road is in the 


 ptent? Thay Sy the issue whieh has led te the 


temporary stoppage of the payment of the 
dividend in New York. 

‘'The Georgia Pacific,’’ the Central's presi- 
dent continued, “demands that the Central 
railroad place in its hands, or, in other words, 
in the hands of the Richmond and Danville 
people,sample securities to cover this claim it 
has made. The Central railroad declines to 
doso. Weare willing to put the securities in 
the hands of a disinterested party, but decline 
to turn them over to the Georgia Pacitic until 
it has been decided whether the money is due 
that road from the Central. As I have told 
you, the Central contends that instead of 
owing the Georgia Pacifie, money is due it. 
On this account the Richmond and 
Danville people refused to honor the 
draft of the Central road on Mon- 
day. I have taken advantage of the 
protection accorded by the termsof the lease,’’ 
continued General Alexander, ‘‘and I have 
applied foran arbitration of the matter. I 
hope that it will be decided to settle the con- 
flicting claims in this way. If so, the Central 
road will pledge itself to abide by the decision 
of the board of arbitrators. If our appeal to 
arbitration is accepted today, Isee no Treason 


why the payment of the dividend should not be | 


resumed at once and the arbitrators obtained. 
There is no reason why; after arbitration 
is accepted, that the payment of the dividend 
should be deluyed. The Central, as I have 
said, will pledge itself to abide by the de- 
cision, and will do so. The Georgia Pacific, I 
presume, will do the same. No one would 
doubt the faith of the Central railroad, and 
there would be no reason that Ican see why 
the payment of the dividend should be kept 
back until the arbitraters have made their 
decision and the decision ta_complied with.” 
Paying Out the Money. 

There was much anxiety among local stock- 
holders today, and many more of them 
applied for their dividends than yesterday. 
They were all paid promptly, probably 
much to their surprise, as from the rumors on 
the streets they would have been led to 
believe that there would be no further pay- 
ment of the dividend here as well asin New 
York. 

Said Captain Cunningham, the cashier of 
the bank, this afternoon: ‘‘We have been 
paying the dividend right along,”’ said ‘he, 
“and still continue to do so. We have no 
troubie here in paying all who cothe for their 
money, and there is no need for anxiety. Tha 
draft for the payment of the. dividend in New 
York wassenton. That is all I have to say. 
You can look for yourself as you go out, and 
judge as to whether the dividend is being paid 
here or not.’’

Henry Horne, one of Macon’s most enterprising 
and popular young business men, has a scheme on 
foot by which he hopes to buy a building for the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. The sub- 
Stance of the project is this: 

Lhe Hebrews wish to sel! their synagogue prop- 
erty on Second street for $12,500 and buy or build 
elsewhere, as their rapidly increasing congregation 
needs a larger building. Mr. Horne suggests that 
fifty liberal citizens subscribe: $125 each, paying 
$41.66 cash and givingitwo notes of #$41.6C each, 
payable in one and two years. By this means 
36,250 can be raised. Then he propeses that the 
remaining $6,250 be raised by issuing bonds on the 
property to the amount of $6,250, aring 6 per 


cent interest. It ix proposed that $500 of the 
bonds be payable every year for twelve 
vears. This can easily be «one, for 
instead of paying a yearly rental . of 


$500 for quarters, as the a&sociation now does, 
that sum could be used to retire bonds yearly. Mr. 
Horne starts the fund by making two snbscrip- 
tions of $125 each. 

The Hlebrews think of bnying the present Mul- 
berry street Methodist church property and using 
that fora synagogue, It can.be bought for about 
thirty-two thousand doilars. If they don’t buy 
that then they will purchase alot elsewhere and 
erect a twenty-five-thonsand-dollar synagogue 
upon it.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS GEORGIA BEAUTY 


A Well-Beloved Lady Goes to Her Rest, 
Leaving Hosts of Grief-Stricken 
Friends to Mourn Her Death. 


Cotumeus, Ga., December 30.—[Special. },~ 
Mrs. Lee Jordan, one of the brightest women 


in the south and extensively known through- | 


out the country, died very suddenly at 8 
o’clock tonight at the residence of her mother, 
Mrs. Fannie Hurt, in Wynnton, a suburb of 
Columbus, 

She was out at church on Sunday and ap- 
parently well on Monday. She had an at- 
tack of grip, with symptons of pneumonia, 
today, and, though confined to her room, she 
was not considered as, being seriously es, ig ae 
few seconds previous to her death she was con- 
versing rationally with her physician, Dr. 
Hurt, who had been called, then turned over 
on her side and in a moment was dead. 

Her sudden death was a terrible shock to 
those in the room and for some minutes it could 
scarcely be realized. : 

Mrs. Jordan was a remarkable woman and 
was universally popular, being a great favorite 
in society. She marned in 1861 Colonel 
Peyton Colquitt, a brother of Senator Colquitt, 
who was killed in the lfttie of Chickamauga. 
Colonel Colquitt was at one time editor of The 
Columbus Enquirer. In 1863 she married 
Colonel! Lee Jordan, a wealtiy planter, who 
survives her and is prostrated by the sud- 


denness of the terrible blow. She was 
born near Wynnton, in 1846, and had 
resided here most of her life, though 


she spent considerable time on Colonel Jor- 
dan’s plantation in southwest Georgia, near 
Albany, and for a year or so livedin Atlanta, 
She was the only daughter of Mrs. Fannie 
Hurt and Joel Karly Hurt, a prominent 
citizen of Columbus. She is also a cousin of 
Mr. Joel Hurt, of Atlanta. Mrs. Jordan’s 
social career has been very brilliant. Sheis a 
great beauty and had throngs of admirers 
wherever she went. Just afterthe war, and 
during her widowhood she visited Paris, and 
was a great favorite at the Frenchcourt. The 
funeral wiil occur on Friday.

The sad news of the death of Mrs. Jordan 
caused genuine sorrow among her many 
friends in Atlanta when it was received last 
night. 

She was a great favorite here, and her hus- 
band was erecting an elegant inansion on 
Peachtree, which they were tooccupy. The 
coming to Atlanta of Mrs. Jordan was looked 
forward to with great pleasure by Atlanta’s 
society -people, and they can hardly realize 
that she is dead.

The Favored Few. 

A correspondent of The St. Louis Repub- 
lie calls attention to the statement of a mag- 
azine writer to the effect that this country is 
tuday practically owned by 250,000 people, 
or one in sixty of the adult population, with 
the prospect of having this number reduced 
in thirty years to 50,000, or one in 500 of the 
adult population, 

The operation of the McKinley tariff will 
diraetly contribute to the result here pointed 
out, According to the figures collected by 
the writer referred to, only about 5 per cent 
of our working population derive any benefit 
from a protective tariff. Quoting Edward 
Atkinson, who based his estimates upon the 
census of 1880, the last census being uncom- 
pleted when he wrote, he says: 

For the entire country forty-four out of each 
hundred are engaged in agriculture, but in the 
southern states, including Missouri, the number 
so engaged is seventy out of each hundred, 

Mr. Atkinson finds that of this entire wage- 
working population 1,200,000, at most, are or can 
be in any way subject to foreign competition, 
while on the other hand 1,400,000 in agriculture 
and 200,000 factory Operatives, mechanics and ma- 
chinists depend wholly on foreign sales and the 
export of the products of their labor for their 
sustenance.

If this oppression runs through another 
generation the country will be no better off 
than Russia. Our only hope is to make the 
fight at the ballot box against McKinleyism 
and plutocracy before it is too late. The 
democratic masses must carry the elections 
of next year or prepare to be governed by 
the privileged classes for an indefinite

Mr. Hess put Clara Louise Kellogg in. grand 
opera, too. Back in the sixties he was manager otf 
atheater in Chicago and was making money 
hand over fist. He was recognized as one of the 
leading managers of America, “I got the grand 
opera feverand nothing would do me but to go 
into it,” he states. ‘Well I went into it 
and for twenty years had no _ peace 
of mind. Finally, I looked around me, I 
saw thatI was getting along in years, and 
felt that I ~vanted peace and prosperity for my 
last days. Nobody bas ever made anything in 
opera except Abbott and the Bostonians, Poor 
old Mapleson, who gave us magnificent opera, is 
running some little theatrical agency business in 
London. Escudier, who made a great fortune as 
a music publisher in Paris, and had his royal pal- 
ace and yacht, and every luxury, undertook to 
run the Italian operain Paris, You know it is not 
subsidized. He broke. The St. Petersburg 
venture was a failure Strokosch, who was a great 
manager in his day, and Patti’s uncle, is in an 
asylum. Max Maretzek, who brought over Mario 
and Gusie, is teaching music in New York. 
Giuseppe de Begnis, the greatest Figaro of his 
time and a managerin his later days, made noth- 
ing. Abbey makes and loses. Mrs. Jeannette 
Thurber, who backed the American Opera Com- 
pany, lost $600,000 in one season. That is a regord 
to make a man stop anc think. 

“[T have given up the opera business 
and am now in the  wpurely dramatic 
line, my time being devoted to Cora Tanner, who 
comes here ths first of next week in ‘Wil! She 
Divorce Him?’”’ 

“Why is there 20 money in.grand opera? Comic 
opera pays.”’ 

“The expenses are greater than the receipts. 
You have to carry a large company of high-priced 
people. Railroad bills and sataries are enormous. 
And then you never know when you have opera 
singers. They refuse to sing or break a contract 
atthe drop ofabat. There is a singer in the Juch 
company who went back on me at the last minute 
one season and cost me heavily. I have a ten- 
thousand-dollar verdict against him, but what 
good is that? Another singer who did not want 
to ieaye San Francisco broke his contract knowing 
that it would ruin my business. 1 have neverseen 
Miss Juch but she must be a rare gem. I under- 
stand that she is very just and is notunreasonably 
exacting as so wany are in the profession.” 

Mr. Hess, who certainly Knows what the people 
of the south prefer in the musical line, says that 
they do not care a snap for Wagnerian 
music. They are like the people of southern 
Europe, ana like the soft, rythmmic, pleasing melo- 
dies of Italian composers—Bellini, Rossini, Verdi 
and Mascagni. 

By the way, Mr. Hess has an inventive mind, 
and hasa patented trunk whichis justa joy to 
people who travel. Turned up on one end it opens 
up like a bureau, with drawers and compartments 
easily opened.

Badly Misquoted—The Constitution Was 
Correct—W hat Coroner Davis Says of It.

COLONEL CHAPMAN GOES TO THE SCENE. 


Alabama Moonshiners Give Desperate 
Resistance to Officers—Notes About 
Government Offices, 


There is trouble near Fort Payne, Ala., be- 
tween moonshiners and government Officials. 

For some time a number of illicit distilleries 
have been in operation in the neighborhood of 
sy Deputy marshals have been very 
activein their efforts to break them up and 
punish the offenders. 

The mountaineers have been reputed to be 
arough setand their actions for some time 
have substantiated this fully. Whenever 
they could, the moonshiners not only openly 
violated the law, but harrassed and 
annoyed the officers as much as possible. 

The long expected trouble of a serious nature 
has come. 

Day before yesterday Deputy Collector 
Wellborn Colquitt organized a posse of twelve 
men to goona raid in what is considered a 
dangerous section. 

They were well armed, but hoped toavoida 
any exchange of bullets. 

The ofticers reached their destination, sev- 
eral miles west of Fort Payne, and tried to ar- 
rest some moonshiners, who were found to be 
armed with Winchesters. They were re- 
pulsed, and a desperate resistance ensued. 
Several on both sides were hurt, and one moon- 
shiner was badly wounded. 

Yesterday morning a telegram was sent to 
Colonel Chapman, informing him of the situa- 
tion and awaiting his directions, asking him 
to come to Fort Payne if possible. 

The colonel immediately left for that place 
to join Deputy Collector Colquitt. 

The officers are determined not to allow tho 
internal revenue violators to duwn them, and 
the moonshiners, who are armed, are equally 
determined. The outcome will be awaited 
with interest. . 

Want a Change. 

Next week the fourth class postmasters 
from all over the United States will hold a 
meeting of importance at Washington. Sev- 
eral hundred delegates will attend it, every 
state being well represented, 

The postmasters at present are divided as 
follows: 

First class, those the receipts of whose office 
are $40,000 and up annually; second. class, 
$8,000 and up; third class, $1,000 and up; 
fourth class, all others. 

The latter class of postmasters get paid ac- 
cording tothe cancellation of stamps. For 
the first $50 worth canceled per quarter they 
get 100 per cent; for the next $100, the get 60 
per cent; for the next $200, they get 50 per 
cent; and for the balance, 40 per cent—pro- 
vided of course less than an average of $250 
per quarter is canceled. 

In many instances the compensation of a 
postmaster is less than the running expenses 
of the office. It is sometimes difficult to geta 
man totake the position: then he goes to 
work, fits up an establishment in his place of 
business or else rents quarters, furnishes it, de- 
votes his time to it, or else has toemploy some 
one, and in return reaps a salary of afew dol- 
lars a year from it. 

Cften the pay of afourth class postmaster is 
less than ten dollars annually, and on some 
cross roads itis not more than fifty cents a 
ear. 

’ Postmaster General Wanamaker, in his last 
report, advises against giving a man $100 
compensation where he has $200 to pay for 
furnishing and running a postofiice, 

Then, too, anyone can prevent a postmaster 
from getting the benefit of the little that his 
place nets him. The postmaster of Jesup and 


the marshal had adi ement several weeks 
apoand itwas a bad troubie fhanctlallv 


for the official of Uncle Sam. The 
marshal went around, collecting letters, 
papers and other mail, and mailed it all on 
the train, preventing the postmaster from can- 
celing any stamps. Though he had all the 
work of delivering mail and selling postage, 
he iailed to make a cent. 

The Jesup postmaster reported this yester- 
day, and he was mad—very mad. 

The officials of that class all want a change, 
and will try to geta fair compensation. The 
gathering at Washington will be one of de- 
vided interest and importance, and is held to 
obtain financial redress.

The law requires 
that the registration shall be made’ the first day 
of every January.
